4. If any of the instruments mentioned above are rated and their rating falls below Investment grade as 
confirmed by one credit rating agency then the option of exit can be exercised. 

5. The investment pattern may be achieved by the end of the financier year. It Is expected that throughout the 
year the investments are In conformity with the above pattern; however, at no time Investments in any category 
should exceed by mo re than 10 % of the limit prescribed, 

6. it may be noted, however, that the Investment of the Funds of e Trust Is the fiduciary responsibility of the 
Trustees and needs to be exercised with appropriate due diligence. Therefore, as such, the trustees are solely 
responsible for the investment decisions taken in accordance with the pattern of investment specified above.
